Veter .n Expert on Canadian Lore 
and Annals Has Just Finished an 
Exhaustive History of Schools and | 
Colleges—Entered the Civil Service 
In 1844 and Was the Colleague of — 
Egerton Ryerson: for Many Years. 


. Dr. J. George Hodgin’, the vener- - 
able and eminent ‘historigrapher of 
the Education Department of tio, 
has followed his. monumental | docu- 
mentary history of education in On- 
tario with a recent two volume work 
entitled the Schools and Colleges of 
Ontario from 1792-1910, The informa- 
tion gathered into these valuable vol- 
umes is of a very permanent histori- 
cal value and traces in @ most in- 
teresting way the remarkable evolu- 
tion in education in this province 
‘from the days of private subscrip- 
tion schools to the time of our own 
public schools and compulsory at- 
tendance. 

Dr. Hodgins has received from the 
educational authorities in Canada 
and from leading public men both in 
the Dominion and in foreign coun- 
tries the highest words of commenda- 
tion in connection with his invalu- 
able and painstaking labors in the 
cause of education and historical 
research. His industry has been 
something marvelous and although 
in his 90th year he is still engaged in 
important research work of a histori- 
cal nature and expects to issue soon 
a volume dealing with the monu- 
ments of Canada for which he is now

collecting data. He was born ip 
Dublin in 1821 and in his early youth 
he came to this province and wag 
educated in the Upper Canada Aca- 
demy ana Victoria College. Cobourg. 

He entered the Ontario civil ser- 
vice as chief clerk of the Education 
Department away hack in 1844, the 
same vear that Dr. Ryerson was ap- 
pointed chief superintendent of edn- 
cation for the province and Dr. Hod- 
gins acted throughout his career ag 
his trusted adviser and colleague. In 
1860 he received the degree of LL.R. 
from Toronto University and in 1876 
that of LL.D. ard the same year wae 
called to the Ontario bar. In 1894 he 
issued his first volume of his docu. 
mentary history of education in On- 
tarin: which has now reached the 28th 
volume and ‘which is a magnificent 
and enduring monument to his in- 
dustry .and excellent judgment in 
field of Iabor which he has made his 
own in Canada. Dr. Hodgins’ schol- 
astic uttainments «re of a very super- 
ior order and he has been honored by 
a great number of learned bodies. 
Rev. Dr. Ryerson, who was for 30 
yenrs head of the Education Depart- 
ment of Ontario, once said that Dr. 
Hodgins was the most. thoroughly 
trained man in a'l Canada for the 
Eduestion Denartment and one of 
the ablest and most thorough admin- 
istratore of a public denartment that 
he had ever ‘met. Notwithstanding 
the lahoricus duties of his official 
position and his vast literary work, 
Dr. Hodgins found some time to 
devote to other public service. He 
was quite active many vears ago in 
the formation of the Queen's Own 
Rifles of Teronto, of which corns he 
was a lieutenant in 1862 and cantain 
of No. 9 Comnany in 1869. He holds 
a second class military certificate 
from the Teronto Military School and 
is the oldest ex-member of the 
Queen's Own Rifles. He is one of 
Canada's most notable men and as @ 
writer his worka are characterized by 
wide learning. accuracy and clear- 
ness, and a luminous style that com- 
mands attention. He is certainly 
one of Canada’s grand old men.

The Art Club of St. John, N.B. 


Canada so far has’ been too busy 
pitching steel rails across four thou- 
sand miles to have much discrimina- 
tion in matters aesthetic. Only in 
the big centres have we in any way 
adequate facilities for artistic appre- 
ciation. There are big art clubs in 
Toronte and: Montreal, which hold 
annual exhibitions, Art clubs pro- 
perly conducted in the smaller cities 
and the towns would strongly com- 
ete with the political, social and 
iterary cluhg for favor. A chain of 
such clubs, ¥irom Halifax to Van- 
couver, with lantern slide lectures, 
would do much to bring about a 
much-needed Canadian movement in 
art. 

The Art Club of St. John, N. B., 
is one of the most flourishing of our 
smaller organizations. This society 
is composed of citizens of the Mari- 
time city, both men and women, who 
are interested in artists and their 
work, Monthly meetings are held, 
when lectures are given on art sub- 
jects. Sometimes there are bridge 
evenings instead of these discourses. 
Interest in the club is also main- 
tained by various competitions 
among the members, No such club 
could be ruh on art alone; complica- 
tions would be sure to arise, the 
members developing that, dreadful 
malady, ‘‘artistic temperament,” per- 
haps. The idea of the St. John peo- 
ple to run an art club successfully is 
to keep the programme varied; but 
always having in sight the main pur- 
pose—the study of art.—Courier.

CANADA’S AGNES’S, 


The Dominion 
Be Proud of. 

Do any of my gentle rcdders desire 
their, daughters to be bright and 
brainy, to make a name for them- 
selves, to cut a swath in the world to- 
day that would make a suffragette 
grow green with envy? asks W. Ever- 
ard Kdwards in the Canadian Cen- 
tury. Now don’t all speak at once, 
but here is the recipe: Call her 
Agnes, and tran her for a school 
teacher. 

Let me illustrate. 

First, there was Agnes Knox, a St. 
Mary’s girl, who delighted first her 
native town, 
next all Ontario, and finally all Can- 
ada with her delightful interpreta- 
tions of literature. As a teacher of 
elocution in the Normal School, To- 
ronto, I think it is safe to say that 
every unengaged male student was in 
love with her, and the male students 
formed a pretty lerge proportion in 
those days too. Her success as a 
teacher was equalled by her platform 
successes, and a good many. Cana- 
dians have always felt a certain griev- 
ance against Dr, Charlton Black for 
earrying her as his bride away to dis- 
tant Boston. Even there Mrs. Black’s 
talents could not be hidden, and she 
is now dean of a college whose name 
I cannot for the moment recall. 

Then there is Agnes C. Laut, 
teacher, journalist and historian, who 
after “onrpleting her education in 
Winnipeg taught in’ the city schools 
for a time. Later she joined the 
staff of the “Manitoba Free Press,” 
and soon founc her feet in the jour- 
nalistic arena. As a special corre- 
spondent she is among the elect, and 
the editor who secures her services is 


fortunate. Besides acting as corre- 
spondent for many foreizn publica- 
tions she has foun! time to produce 
some six or seven books and to con- 
tribute special articles to many 
magazines. 

Though now a_ resident of the 
United States Miss Laut has lost 


none of her love for Canada and its 
people, and 
me cite one charming little incident.

About publishing-“‘Sowing Seeds io 
Danny,” it was’ Miss Laut who 
turned the scale in its favor. Learn- 
ing that the author was a Canadian, 
she read the manuscript and r_com- 
mended its publication. In this in- 
stance she has done us all a good 
turn—author, editor and pwblic— 
and all three hold her in blessed re- 
membrance. 

Nor must we forget Agnes Deans 
Cameron — A.D.C.—aidede-camp to 
the Canadian Commissioner of Immi- 
gration. Born in sunny Victoria, she 
began to teach before she was out of 
short dresses, and for twenty-five 
years she has been closely identified 
wita the schools of her native pro- 
vince A few years ago while holding 
the position of principal of South 
Park School, Victoria, she had a dis- 
pute with her trustee board and re- 
signed, Then she ran for trustee and 
had the satisfaction of being elected. 

It was about this time that she 
took up journalistic work, writing of 
Canada’s wheatfields. Her success 
was immediate, and in 1908 she made 
a notable journey into the Northland, 
covering in all about ten thousand 
miles. This trip furnished her with 


material for a book, a number of bril- | 


liant magazine articles, and a breezy 
lecture, ‘From Wheat to Whales.” 

Miss Cameron is now employed by 
the Immigration Department in spe- 
cial work in England; and it is rum- 
ored that she will publish another 
book .this spring. Her style is most 
original, and this little description of 
the English remittance-man’ is char- 
acteristic; 

“The tales they tell of these Bond 
Street misfits would fill a book. And 
yet one of the most: picturesque fea- 
tures of cosmopolitan and metropoli- 
tan Calgary age these same outcrop- 
pings of Burke’s Peerage leather 
leggins, riding-breéches made in Lon- 
don Town, a monocle, the correct 
thing in riding-crops, and collars and 
cuffs like Caesar’s wife—as he swings 
down the main street, head in air, he 
is indeed good to look at.

COST OF A CORONET. 


The Expenses of Preparing for Coro- 
nation Are Considerable. 

Everyone knows that at the coming 
coronation the peers of the realm are 
expected to wear their coronets, or 
“little crowns.” Few, however, ma 
be aware that these emblems 6f ran 
Jare not what tney appear to be, nor 
89 expensive as they. look. The @rown 
which will adorn the brow of King 
George during the ceremony is, of 
cours, priceless, and so also is that 
which tae Queen will wear, but the 
coronets worn by the peers and peer- 
esses may be obtained for a compara- 
tively sinall sum, and if we take into 
account the sum spent upon the robes 
and dresses worn, the cost of a coro- 
net is almost insignificant. For the 
fact is that these coronets are not 
kept as heirlooms and put away in 
cotton-wool, or even in glass cases, 
but as a rule are bought as required. 
Very few, if any, are made of gold; 
most of them are of silver-gilt, or of 
water-gilt, the latter costing about a 
couple of pounds more than the for- 
mer. 

From the prices given below, which 
are taken from the catalogue of a well- 
known firm of gold and silversmiths, 
it will be seen that the prices are 
not even proportioned to rank, the 
coronet of an earl, for instance, be- 
ing priced higher than the coronet of 
1 duke. The reason for this is found 
in the imitation pearls which adorn 
the coronet of an earl, while that of 
a duke is free from anything save 
the strawberry leaves. The cost is as 
follows: Duke, £6 10s.; duchess, 
£5 108.; marquess, £3 10s.; marchion- 
ess, £7 10s.; earl, £9; countess, £8; 
viscount, £8 10s.; viscountess, £7; 
baron £5; baroness, £4 5s. It may 
not be generally known that whrle 
the King and Queen are crowned 
tae peers crown themselves. At a 
given signal they wave their coronets 
before them and then place them on 
their heads. This is to syfHbolize the 
reassumption of their state at the be- 
ginning of the new reign.
